Crowded Colleges 


The impression that too many 
young Americans are going to col-!| 
lege is commented upon in an article 
1 the October Harper’s magazine 
According to James Angell, writer of 
the article, there is no obvious me- 
thod short of the enactment of some 
kind of educational amendment by 
which this flaw can be promptly stop- 
ped, or even measurably controlled. 
lf exacting institutions were to in- 
crease the severity of their demands 
there would spring up overnight new 
institutions to meet the ideals and 
demands of the present collegiate 
group. 

Those who speak most volubly on 
the subject are apt to represent the 
conservative and educationally aris- 
tocratic attitude. They see frivolous 
young males and females crowding 
into the colleges for any obvious pur- 
pose except education in the old 
fashioned sense. This sight outrages 
their feelings of the fitness of things 
and leads them to make harsh ob- 
servations about the vulgarizing of 
college standards.
